If they are als
lowed 1o go dry afer five wonths or
20 they will never prove profitable
dairy anlmals. It Is the cow that
kevps up 0 good w ik flow ten or

eleven months of the yedr that adds
to (e dairywan's profits,

Riondness s an
handling dalry cows. Apy ulbeces-
sury roughness enuses the cow to hold
up bher milk aond reduces the profits.

Feeding.

For three days before and three days
after caiving there I8 no better ration
for the dalry cow than a mash of two
pounds of bran and one pound of oll-
meal, fed twice a day. Do not be In

full feed after caiving, ‘I'te ratlon
sbhould be Increased gradunily and
slowly from Nve to six pounds dally
to all the cows can profitably use. An
fncrease of balt a pound every nlter.
unte day s sutticlent. ‘I'bis incrense
should be kept up as long as the wmilk
flow continues to get larger. When
the polnt is reached where Inereases [n
foed do not produce cortespouding in-
creases In milk dow the feed should
be gradunlly decreased agnin.  The
frst few pounds decrease will not ar.
fecr the milk tlow, When the polot
Is reached where a further decrense In
feed causes a lessened milk tlow the
most profitable ration for that partle-
ular cow bns been determined It
tnkes a llttle extrn work to do this
welghing, but after the best sized -
tion for each cow has been determined
the approximately correct amount can
be measured out each time with Jittle
trouble, It pays to feed the cow nll
she ean use profitably. It costs just so
wuch to keep ber apyway, and all
the feed that she can use to
vantage over that amount adds to the
profits.

During the summer the feeding prob-
fem is n simple one, With plenty of
good pasture. supplemented in  dry
times by some forage crop and some
sort of protection from flles, the milk
flow will be kept up to a profitable
standard. In the absence of forage
crops slluge can be profitably substi
tuted.

It is In winter that the highest prices
for dalry products ure secured, and It
the cows freshen in the fall the maln
part of the yeur's product will come at
this season. The problem of winter
feeding Is one of the most Important
with which the dairyman has to deal.
It you bave plenty of good clover or
alfalfa bay and silage the problem is
more thun half solved. From thirty to
forty-five pounds of silage and ten to
twenty pounds of clover huy s day
will muike up the bulk of the roughnge
needed. A rack in the yard filled with
corn fodder or oat straw will add vari-
ety to the ratlon. Where slinge van-
wot be obtalpned a plentiful supply of
pumpkins, squashes. turnips or man-
gels should be at band to supply the
sucenlent part of the ration.  Without
gome suvh feed the cows will not do
their hest,

Mixing the Rations.

Although dulry cows ean handle
Inrge amounts of rouch feed. they
need cooslderable graln In additlon
during the winter. Corn, because of
Its cheapness nod high feeding valoe,
will gzenerally form the basis of ihe
granin  ratfons.  Because of It high
